It is, therefore, in many cases incomplete and in some 
probably inaccurate. Each quotation immediately follows the name of the journal from 
which it is taken. Where no plus or minus trend is indicated, none is apparent in the 
review. The wealth of material available has made it necessary to omit reviews of books 
known to have been published in 1934, or earlier, and to use judgment in the listing of 
reviews of annuals and new editions of well-known books. Some additional reviews of 
books already listed are included and more will be added with each succeeding issue. Cross 
references have been omitted both in the text and in the index. The index is made
